We remarked at dinner today 
th a t 
perhaps y ou were obsering Children's 
Day and one m ight have thought we 
were here, but in a very different m an­ 
ner. 
T here were ro many new people 
at chapel thin morning and nearly 
every woman brought one or two little 
ones, none of whom 
k n e w 
any thing 
about Keeping quies, ho there wan al­ 
most continual contusion 
Very few of 
the women can » attend service unless 
they do bring their children, so we ai- 
way have a good many . 
We had good 
attendance last y ear 
but now the chapel is crowded on S un­ 
day morning, 
«0 th a t they want to en­ 
large it an soon as possible. 
We had 
a meeting Monday to talk over plana 
and it was decided to write home a s k ­ 
ing for $2,000. 
Dr. McCartney secured a bell from 
Jenninga Seminary when at home and 
there will have to be a place 
built far 
that anti then they hope to double the 
seating capacity . 
It is now about four 
hundred. 
I have not thought of any one who 
would be likely to give any large sum, 
but thought aomo of the friends m ight 
wish to give something to help in the 
building. 
11 ia the mother church of 
this mission, has a membership of 
about one hundred and fifty and about 
eighty probationers. 
There are generally 
about th ree 
hundred who attend Sunday School. 
Some people may wonder how the c a ­ 
pacity of a building of this ai/.e could 
bo doubled with that sum of money 
and n bell tower beside, but there is no 
boaru floor, hence no carpet, the seats 
and all the furnishings are very plain, 
then labor is cheap. 
1 f any of y ou think best to tell of the 
noid and find any one willing to help, 
bo sure and tell them to send the 
money to the Mission rooms in Now 
York City and designate th a t it is to 
b3 for the rebuilding of the.Chungking 
church, then it will 
be sent for that 
purpose. 
We anticipate the bell 
will be a 
surprise and wonder to the natives, for 
they use brass gongs for nearly every 
thing. 
Some of the temples have bells 
but I think they are not common. Last 
Wednesday afternoon there was a meet 
ing of the leaders and stewards, and

attended. 
I had had my classes from 
1 o'clock until three, the meeting last­ 
ed until six, then pray er 
1 meeting be­ 
gan at 7:20 and lasted until nearly 9 :00 
o’clock. 
In the meeting names 
were consid­ 
ered for full membership, for proba­ 
tion and baptism. 
One woman’s name 
was suggested and at first no one 
seemed to be able to place her until 
the pastor asked if she was notth atone 
with the red nose,and then they knew. 
We thought th at at home th at would 
not be any special recommendation for 
membership, but seemed to make no 
difference here. 
if a person has any 
Infirmity they 
are usually designated as the lame 
one, the one who has had small-pox, or 
something similar, instead of being 
spoken of by name. 
J try to prevent it 
among the girls but am not alway s 
able, 
Friday morning 
from eight until 
twelve o'clock, Miss Manning and 1 
spent with Mr. Lewis in examination 
on the remainder of the y ear's w or k - 
six chapters of th e Sacred Edict, a 
Chinese classic, and the Coepel of St. 
John. 
It w.h not an easy examination, and 
we do not know y et whether we passed 
or not. 
Mr, 
Lewis 
expects to

Chentu tomorrow and is very busy , so 
he may forget to send us a report. 
I 
am now going to spend most of my time 
on books which 1 will need to use in 
the school and just do what ! can of 
the regular course.
